Samuel R. Boggs to Address 

Last Union Twilight 

Meeting.

At the union twilight service on 
Sunday, September 5, 1926, at 7 
P. M., on the lawn of the Methodist 
Church, corner of Essex and Price 
avenues, Samuel R. Boggs, presi- 
dent of "The Gideons" will speak 
on the subject "The Bible, the great- 
est book in the world, from a stand- 
point of the business man." 

Mr. Boggs is a speaker very much 
in demand and the union twilight 
service is very fortunate in being 
able to secure him. The churches 
hope the Christian people of Nar- 
berth and vicinity will give him a 
large attendance. This is the last 
union service for 1926. 

Samuel R. Boggs, of Philadel- 
phia, is president and treasurer of 
the Model Mills Carpet Company. 
Was president of the National and 
International Gideon Association 
for three years. Under his leader- 
ship over 100,000 Bibles were plac- 
ed in hotels and institutions for the 
year ending June 20, last. He is one 
of the directors of the Business 
Men's Council of the Pocket Testa- 
ment League. Mr. Boggs is a speak- 
er very much in demand. 

The Gideons, the Christian Com- 
mercial Travelers' Association of 
America, with State associations in 
nearly all the States and in Canada, 
are best known as the men who 
place Bibles in hotels and who take 
their religion with them when they 
go away from home.

''All public elementary and high | 
schools of Lower Merion Town- 
ship will open regularly for the 
1926-27 school year at nine o'clock 
Monday morning, September 13," 
according to a statement issued by 
Superintendent of Schools S. Edgar 
Downs this week. 

All rumors to the contrary, the 
Senior High School Building will 
be open with the rest, despite build- 
ing operations which are continu- 
ing on the two wings of the struc- 
ture. The Narberth Junior High 
School will also observe the same 
opening date. 

Announcement of a complete list 
of the teachers employed in the 
1926-27 school year will be made 
next week, Mr. Downs says. The 
rest of the superintendent's report 
follows : 

"New students who desire to 
enter either high school should ap- 
ply through the office of the super- 
intendent, in the Senior High School 
building at Ardmore, and should 
present complete records from for- 
mer schools. 

"Parents should enroll elemen- 
tary children in the local grade- 
buildings. All principals will be in 
their respective school offices on and 
after September 7. Both high school 
offices will be open from Septem- 
ber 1 until school opens. 

"All new pupils must present cer- 
tificates of successful vaccination. ■ 

"First grade children must pre- 
sent definite evidence of age. Those 
who will be six years old prior to 
April 1, 1927, may enroll when 
school opens, but no beginners can 
be admitted after September 30. 

"Students who enter late are much 
handicapped in their work. There- 
fore enrollment should be made 
early. 

"Definite information should be 
sent in writing to the superinten- 
dent relative to rooms, apartments 
and boarding available for teach- 
ers."

PARKED AUTOS CREATE BIG- 
GEST TRAFFIC HINDRANCE 

The parked automobile is the 
biggest hindrance to traffic in con- 
gested streets, according to Frank 
R. Coates, president of the Ameri- 
can Electric Railway Association, 
who is quoted by the Pennsyl- 
vania Public Service Information 
Committee. 

"Private automobiles comprise 
80 to 85 per cent, of all vehicles in 
the streets and yet they carry only 
15 to 20 per cent, of the traveling 
public. 

"When communities permit au- 
tomobilists to park their cars along 
both sides of business streets, they 
impede all traffic and turn public 
streets into storage places for pri- 
vate property."

SR. HIGH SCHOOL 



Cafeteria Wing Will Be Ready 
Next Month — Gym- 
nasium Later. 



RAIN DELAYED WORK

Construction work is now being 
rushed on the two new wings of 
the Senior High School building 
which will house Lower Merion 
and Narberth students. The old 
building, which was constructed in 
1910, has been undergoing a com- 
plete overhauling this summer, and 
the main part of it will be ready 
for the opening of the school year 
on the :13th., at the same time the 
Narberth Schools open. 

The additions now under way will 
enlarge the capacity from 500 to 
between 800 and 1000 students, and 
will equal the capacity of the more 
modern Junior High School build- 
ing nearby. The two new wings 
include a boys' gymnasium, a cafe- 
teria, 16 class rooms and numer- 
ous offices, storerooms, retiring 
rooms and janitor's closets. 

The west wing containing the 
gymnasium will not be finished until 
Christmas time, as was expected. 

The east wing, containing , the 
cafeteria, was contracted to be com- 
pleted by the opening of the school 
in September, but delays caused by 
recent rains have caused the school 
authorities to grant an extension of 
time to the contractors. The wing 
is now expected to be completed by 
October 15, or by November 1, at 
the very latest. 

Wills. Bill & Company, of 
Philadelphia, are the general con- 
tractors with N. Connelly for heat- 
ing and ventilation work, Bullman 
Brothers for plumbing, and the 
United Electrical and Construction 
Company for the electrical installa- 
tions. 

The new cafeteria is being install- 
ed in the east wing, occupying its 
entire length, with kitchen and dish- 
washing rooms opening from it 
upon a court. There are two courts 
provideed for ventilating and light- 
ing between the new wings. One 
court provides light and air for the 
auditorium on the east side. 

The floor of the cafeteria will con- 
sist of linoleum. Two outside exists 
are provided for, one to the tennis 
court on the east, and one to the 
football field in the rear. There 
are two entrances from the main 
body of the school. Walls of the 
cafeteria are of a cheerful white 
hytex brick. 

On the two upper floors of this 
wing there are eight new classrooms 
and several janitor's closets, store- 
rooms and offices. As innovation 
one the floor immediately above the 
cafeteria is the installation of three 
adjoining classrooms separated only 
by swinging doors. These rooms are 
thus readily adaptable to be employ- 
ed as one large music room. 

The basement of the old build- 
ing is being remodeled. The old 
cafeteria has been changed into a 
wide corridor, and the side rooms 
formerly used for eating halls 
have been changed to supply 
rooms for books and other equip- 
ment. One room is fitted with a 
fireproof safe to hold the valuable 
records of the township schools 
during their rhany years of exist- 
ence. 

Improvements are being made 
in the manual training room, and 
the windows have been enlarged 
to admit more light. A new 
lumber room has been made ready 
to store the lumber for use in the 
woodworking room. 

Changes are also being made in

Dangerous Bumps Taken Out 

of Crossings in 

Borough 



WORK DONE AT SAVING 



Another step in Narberth's street 
improvement was completed last 
week when Windsor avenue, from 
Dudley to Wynnewood, was opened 
to traffic. 

The street, which had been in bad 
condition for a considerable period 
of time, was completely resurfaced. 
In addition, the sides, which had 
formerly been rough, were built up 
with a good foundation, and made 
continuous with the centre, giving 
a wide, smooth roadway. 

As was done in the case of Nar- 
berth avenue, the borough forces, 
under the direction of Street Com- 
missioner George B. Suplee, per- 
formed this job at a substantial sav- 
ing to the taxpayers. The cost of 
the Windsor avenue job was $1700, 
as against an estimate of $2500 by 
a contractor. 

The completion of this stretch 
closes the borough's street paving 
program for this year, and leaves 
Narberth's roads in the best condi- 
tion of any section throughout the 
suburbs. 

Street work of a smaller, but 
nevertheless important, nature is 
now being done. Last week the 
"dips" on Windsor avenue at Dud- 
ley and Conway avenues were 
smoothed out by Mr. Suplee. These 
drainage gullies, crossing the street 
intersections, were deep and sharp, 
with the result that motorists not 
familiar with the section received 
many rude jolts. 

This week the work was extend- 
ed to the intersection of Narberth 
and Chestnut avenues. The cor- 
ners of Essex and Chestnut and Es- 
sex and Merion will be tackled next 
week. 

These Thank- You-Ma'ms were 
installed as part of the street drain- 
age system put in by the late Squire 
McClellan, and at the time of instal- 
lation, successfully met a pressing 
drainage problem. 

The growth of automobile traf- 
fic, however, and the rapid installa- 
tion of first-quality streets has put 
the sharp troughs far out-of-date. 
For several years constant com- 
plaints have been received by the 
borough authorities. Out-of-town 
motorists, proceeding at a reason- 
able pace past the crossings, would 
be jolted to the roofs of their cars. 
There were many near-accidents. 

Mr. Suplee is widening the 
troughs and making them more shal- 
low, thus easing the shock to a pass- 
ing car. The ones completed so 
far have been of concrete. The 
two on Essex avenue will be re- 
built of brick.

Many Cynwyd residents have 
expressed indignation at the 
slow progress made on the 
job. 

Motor traffic has been held 
up for months, and there is 
every likelihood that it will 
be a long time before the 
work is completed. Meanwhile 
motorists must park their cars 
and employ the foot bridge in 
order to cross the railroad or 
make a detour at considerable 
inconvenience.

Field Executive Mahl Says Tourists 
Use Local Y. 

"Last week I gave a short outline 
of our swimming pool and the care 
and work required to keep it in good 
condition. This week I want to tell 
you something of the work that has 
been accomplished: We have several 
hundred men, women, boys and girls 
who use the pool every week. Last 
Thursday (boys' day) I made a visit 
to the pool. I found 30 or 40 boys 
in the pool ranging in age from 4 years 
to about 15 and to my utter astonish- 
ment 90 per cent, of them were good 
swimmers. They had no fear of the 
water and seemed to be having the 
time of their young lives. I mentioned 
the fact that even the smallest of the 
children were good swimmers to our 
lady attendant and she said that the 
same was true of the girls and I was 
assured that when they first came to 
the pool very few of them could swim. 
I feel that our instructors are deserving 
of much praise for the way they have 
worked with their pupils. I have 
never been known to have won a 
prize for my swimming, in fact I felt 
ashamed of myself when I saw how 
fine the children were doing, and that 
the extent of my ability was slightly 
more than wading in the water, so I 
made up my mind that on the next 
men's day I would try it out. Well, I 
did. That was four weeks ago and to- 
day I swam six times across the pool. 
I was enthusiastic, of course, after my 
first lesson, so I went out and told my 
experience to several men and we now 
have a number of men who are tak- 
ing the lessons and they are highly 
enthused. I saw two of the men swim- 
across the pool today, who, three 
weeks ago, could not swim a stroke. 

"It is interesting to know that peo- 
ple come to us from far and wide. I 
talked with two boys about a week 
ago and they told me that they were 
from Canton. O. Today I talked 
with two other boys and they told me 
that they were from Uniontown, Pa. 
Three weeks ago three ladies came in 
and they said that they were from San 
Francisco, Calif.; they were automo- 
biling to the Sesqui, and they stopped 
in just for a refreshing swim. There 
are many cases of this kind, people 
coming and going all the time. 

"Several days ago I had a talk with 
Miss Verfenstein, secretary of the 
Haverford Community Centre. We 
have been furnishing an evening of 
entertainment for them once a week. 
Friday night one of our secretaries 
goes to their building with our mov- 
ing picture machine, the program con- 
sisting of an educational film, a comedy 
and a feature and in addition to the 
picture show, we have a real old com- 
munity sing. This furnishes an ideal 
entertainment and the cost is small. 
We furnish the machine and operator, 
and sometimes the people who are 
entertained drop change in a hat at the 
door; but this is not necessary, al- 
though it does help to defray expenses. 
Miss Verfenstein told me that some- 
times they had as many as 500 peo- 
ple at their entertainments and she 
said that they could not thank us 
enough for the good work that we 
were doing. We will be glad to ar- 
range for more entertainments of this 
kind for any of the numerous Com- 
munity Centres that we serve if the 
people in charge of such organizations 
will communicate with us. We serve 
:?6 different community centres from 
Overbrook to Paoli and from Sixty- 
ninth street out West Chester Pike to 
Newtown Square and thence north to 
the Schuylkill River.

die auditorium of the old school 
Taking advantage of the construc- 
tion of the gymnasium wing be- 
nind the stage, space has been 
rovided for a passageway behind 
die stage, facilitating the entrance 
of large numbers of students to 
die platform, for dramatic and 
other purposes. Two new exits 
i.ave been provided, one leading 
outdoors on the west side and one 
communicating by means of an 
r.icline to another corridor. Foot- 
lights are being installed on the 
stage for the first time in its ex- 
istence. 

Athletic Field Enlarged. 

The large athletic field in the 
rear of the high school buildings 
is also included in the improve- 
ments now being rushed to com- 
pletion. The track is being en- 
larged to sixteen feet, and the dirt 
excavated is being banked at the 
ends of the football field, giving 
it a stadium effect. Two new 
pole vault pits have been com- 
pleted and will be ready for use 
this season. 

The grandstand is being made 
permanent, with a concrete foun- 
dation, to insure safety from col- 
lapse of the former more frail 
structure. Recent heavy rains 
have caused grass to carpet the 
field and aid materially in beau- 
tifying it. 

In the new' west wing of the 
school, which will not be ready 
until late in December, it is ex- 
pected, there is a gymnasium 
which will be for use of the boys, 
while girls will have the Jr. H. S. 
gym for their own. It is planned 
to hold smaller athletic contests 
including basketball games in the 
new gym, and relieve the grow- 
ing demands on the larger gym in 
the Jr. H. S., although the big 
games will still be played in the 
larger gym. 

There will be a concrete base 



with pliant mastic flooring, resili- 
ent and durable in the new gym- 
nasium. t Dressing rooms will be 
installed beneath the balcony, 
which will seat 300, and will com- 
municate with the first floor front 
corridor of the building by a new 
stairway. 

A dressing room for visiting 
reams will be installed at the 
corner of the new gym wing, on 
the second floor. Direct egress 
:o the athletic fields is provided 
from the dressing rooms and the 
gym Moor. The office of the phys- 
ical training instructor will occupy 
anothert part of the gym wing 
second floor, overlooking the 
stadium.
